All my life I've detested cold

Trade salesmen spread 
the word around Arkansas that 
The Star was the only paper in 
the state with hot water. It 
helped the boys a great deal in 
cleaning up from the ink and 
grease that prevailed in let- 
terpress days, before we went to 
the photographic offset process 
at the end of 1965. 


This is one time I think 


prejudice paid off. And now a 
medical authority backs it up- 
hot water for good health.

Reports on Activities 


In the News 


(Editor's Note: 'Hie following is a report by 


Thomas E. Hays Jr., president of the Hempstead 
County Industrial Foundation. Under Mr. Hays' 
tenure the Industrial Foundation has brought 
about probably the greatest economic boost this 
area has ever experienced under normal con- 
ditions. Mr. Hays discusses progress in- 
dustrywise and prospects for the future. He also 
tributes individuals, officials and organizations 
who played dominant roles in Foundation ac- 
tivities that brought about this success.) 


The Hempstead County Industrial Foundation, 


which represents over 300 local stockholders met 
from time to time throughout the year to seek 
ways by which we could actively entice industry 
to our area. We, of course, were, and will con- 
tinue to be, selective of the type industry. The 
Foundation is not looking for just any industry, 
but feel that our area needs "Blue Chip" com- 
panies, those that will become a part of our 
community, and an asset. Companies that will 
bring in capable businessmen and good families. 
Those that will pay good wages in turn for a good 
day's work. The primary purposes of the 
Foundation are to assist existing industry in 
their expansion plans, and to obtain new industry 
for this city and county. If we are successful, our 
youth will not be forced to leave Hope in order to 
obtain desirable employment, and the ultimate 
measure of our success will be achieved. 


These objectives, which developed this year, 


began in March when 3% acres of land in the 
North Industrial Park were sold to Kustom 
Kraft. This existing plant manufactures com- 


ponent parts for the mobile home industry and 
employs approximately 20 people. On September 
9, the announcement was made of the Spears 
Carpet Mill. This $1,200,00.00 project when 
completed will employ 175 people. The combined 
efforts of the two local banks and George Peck of 
the Commercial National Bank of Texarkana, 
along with the Small Business Administration, 
produced the financing. Ground was broken on 
October 19, and they should be in production by 
April of next year. 


Then on October 21, the Tennessee Forging 


Steel Company announcement was made. This is 
a very fine company with home offices in 
Harriman, Tennessee. The company will 
manufacture steel joists, and will employ 240 
men. 
The principal, Charles Munn, indicates 


that 7 to 9 families will be moving to Hope after 
the first of the year and will be active in the 
management of the company. (I am biased 
toward management and this company has what 
it takes to put black ink on the bottom line.) 


On October 28th, both the new Kroger Feed 


Mill and Hope Foods Plant were dedicated. The 
new feed mill, which is one of the largest in the 
world, made approximately 45 new jobs. This 
multimillion dollar investment was conceived by 
Bill Watson of Corn Belt Hatcheries, and is a real 
asset to Hope and the State of Arkansas as well. 


Hope Foods, also a fine addition, located in the 


proving ground area, employs about 60 people,

for Long Period 


City Meeting nemands 
of New Development 


Hope has had an unusual lot of growth, both 


commercial, residential and industrial during 
the year 1971. While statistics are not available 
for years prior to 1957, development during 1971 
probably exceeds any year in the history of 
Hope. 


Residential permits for the year to November 


1 total $978,685. Commercial totals for the same 
period amounted to $477,828. Industrial con- 
struction, largely outside the city limits, totals 
over 4 million dollars. New industries under 


" "consfruoition'or in the planning stage will add 


another 5 million dollars, and will provide nearly 
a thousand new jobs. New industrial develop- 
ment means that residential and commerical 
construction will continue at a rapid pace during 
the next 2 years. 


Howard's Discount Center has been completed 


and they plan for additional development on 
their property. The shopping center where new 
buildings for Kroger Company and TG&Y wOI la 
located is nearing completion. This area was 
planned for additional commercial development. 


Some construction is already underway on the 


highways leading to Interstate 30 and a lot of 
commerical development is getting underway at 
both the Hope interchanges. 


$939,000 Spent 


To meet 
the demand created by new 


development, the city utility systems have added 
$939,000 in capital improvements during the 
year. A large part of this was the federally 
assisted program of water development which 
amounted to $750,000. This project was done 
under a federal assistance grant amounting to §0 
percent of the total cost. The city's matching 
funds were put up by the utility system. Included 
in this project was over 12 miles of 12" water 
lines, a new well field in the Oakhaven area 
consisting of 5 deep wells and a pump station to 
bring water into the city. 


The 12" water line was extended east to 


Meyers Bakery, and north to Oakhaven and on to 
the airport. The line toward Oakhaven serves the 
new North Industrial Site, furnishing automatic 
sprinkler service to the mobile home factory, the 
Kustom Kraft factory, and will serve the new 


carpet mill now under construction at this site. 
Extending the line into the Oakhaven area 
served the new poultry processing plant and the 
particle board plant in that area. This line will 
serve the new plant of Tennessee Forging Steel 
Company and the expansion and new furniture 
factory of Permaneer Corporation. The line can 
serve the entire 750 acre tract in the Oakhaven 
area which is owned by the city, and which is 
planned for industrial development. A part of 
Uiis land will be occupied by the Tennessee, 
Forging Steel Company. With rail service, water 
and power available, the city has room, and is 
ready, for a lot more industrial development in 
this area. The water system also extends to the 
airport property, a large part of which is suitable 
for industrial development. 


$200,000 for New Lines 


The electric department has spent nearly 


$200,000 in new lines and power apparatus. The 
biggest job, which was completed in the early 
summer, was 6V4 miles of heavy line con- 
struction to serve a 2,250 KW load at the new 
Kroger Feed Mill located on Highway 4 north of 
the airport. Another big line rebuilding was 
converting the line from Hope to Shover Springs 
from a single phase line to a 3 phase, capable of 
handling the heavy load that has already 
developed in this area and other loads being 
planned in connection with poultry development. 


During the period from July 1970 to July 1971, 


the electric department installed over 6,000 KVA 
of new transformers. This is more load than the 
old city power plant could have handled at the 
time it was shut down in 1958. New industries 
that are already planned will require an ad- 
ditional 5,000 KW capacity, most of which will be 
in die north industrial site and the Oakhaven 
area. Developments near the interchanges on I- 
30 that are already underway or in the final 
planning stages will require an additional 1,000 
KW of power. The electric line crews have been 
able to build all of the new lines and installations- 
in fact they have always done all the con- 
struction in the electric distribution system-but

Washington early in December, 
noted that the State Depart- 
ment did not deny a Washing- 
ton dispatch on the Phantoms 
in the New York Times. 


"This bears witness that in- 


deed the planes will come to Is- 
rael," Mrs. Meir said. 


The Phantom has become the 


workhorse of the Israeli air 
force. 


An agreement for the deliv- 


ery of the aircraft terminated 
last summer and was not re- 
newed by Washington despite 
urgent pleas by Israel. It was 
generally believed that the U.S. 
administration hoped thereby to 
preserve influence 
with 
the 


Arab states and at the same 
time to engender more Israeli 
flexibility.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment control over wage and 
price increases will be needed 
long after Phase 2 ends, says 
Paul W. McCracken, retiring 
chairman 
of the 
President's 


Council of Economic Advisers. 


And, McCracken said, Phase 


2 of President Nixon's econom- 
ic control program will last at 
least through the 1972 election. 


McCracken told a farewell 


news conference Thursday he 
could not predict what kind of 
controls would be around after 
Phase 2 ends, but added: 


"Phase 3 will have to be 


something 
that 
permits the 


market system to operate still 
more freely than it does now, 
but which has some regard for 
the 
tendency 
of costs 
and 


prices to continue rising after 
the overheating of the economy 


has ended." 


He said Phase 3 might be no 


more than a matter of official 
supervision, but stressed the 
government would have to ex- 
ercise controls "for a long time 
to come." 


McCracken emphasized his 


remarks did not necessarily re- 
flect the administration's posi- 
tion, but rather were "the per- 
sonal views of a professor on 
his way back to academia." 


McCracken is returning to his 


economics teaching position at 
the University of 
Michigan. 


Herbert Stein, now vice chair- 
man of the council, will become 
its chairman Jan. 1. 


Meanwhile, the Price Com- 


mission said Thursday tenants 
can expect at least a one-month 
delay in any increases in their 
rents, and many probably will 
not have to pay the increases 
until March. 


Price Commission Chairman 


C. Jackson Grayson Jr. said all 
tenants on monthly or weekly 
leases who did not pay in- 
creases before Wednesday do 
not have to pay more than their 
December rent in January even 
if they have received notice of 
an increase.

Truce on, Planes Active

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. and 


South Vietnamese forces joined 
the Viet Cong today in a New 
Year cease-fire 
across South 


Vietnam, but American 
air 


forces followed up their five- 
day attack on North Vietnam 
with more raids on enemy sup- 
ply routes in Laos. 


The 24-hour allied cease-fire 


began at 6 p.m. Saigon time, or 
5 a.m. EST. A 72-hour truce 
proclaimed by the Viet Cong 
went into effect 17 hours ear- 
lier. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand reported only one viola- 
tion during the first hours of 
the enemy cease-fire, an attack 
on a village in the Central 
Highlands. One militiaman was 


reported killed. 


With the cease-fires appli- 


cable only in South Vietnam, 
U.S. B52 bombers were diver- 
ted to targets in Laos. They

Nixon's decision to make the 
heaviest U.S. air attack on 
North Vietnam in more than 
three years illustrates one di- 
lemma of his Vietnam policy. 


Without

might 


crumble. With it operating, the 
United States has little hope of 
obtaining freedom for the more 
than 300 American airmen held 
captive in North Vietnam. 


Nixon's orders to send waves 


of U.S. bombers against North 
Vietnam for five days empha- 
sizes his administration's policy 
of continuing airsupport to the 
Laotian and Cambodian govern- 
ments and also indicate a pri- 
vate lack of confidence that the 
South Vietnamese can defend 
themselves yet. 


It 
was 
also 
a 
show of 


strength, a signal to Hanoi that 
it could not push the United 
States or its allies around. 


The official line from Wash- 


ington and Saigon was that the 
heavy attack had the objective 
of protecting the diminishing 
American forces in Vietnam. 


But it is no coincidence that 


they were ordered at a time 
when: 


—North Vietnam, claiming it 


had a right to protect its air 
space, suddenly became bold in 
challenging 
American 
planes 


along its border in Laos. Five 
U.S jets were lost a week be- 
fors the five-day campaign be- 
gan. 


—The Plain of Jars in north- 


ern Laos fell to North Vietnam 


—The North Vietnamese had 


made vast gains in Cambodia 
and by U.S. acknowledgement 
controlled as much as 80 per 


cent of the country. 


—A massive North Vietnam- 


ese buildup was reported in 
northeastern 
Cambodia, 
just 


across the border from South 
Vietnam's Central 
Highlands. 


U.S officials said it appeared 
the North Vietnamese 
were 


preparing for an all-out offen- 
sive in the poorly defended 
highlands. 


U.S. 
military sources now 


concede the goal was to ease 
the pressure on the South Viet- 
namese, the Laotians and the 
Cambodians, and that the only 
threat to the American forces 
was an indirect one.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration plans to 
make 1972 the most expensive 
farm-subsidy year on record in 
a desperate attempt to head off 
growing crop surpluses and 
election-year 
discontent 
over 


sagging farm income. 


If current plans are followed, 


the total cost of farm programs 
next year could be well over $4 
billion, compared with an esti- 
mated $3.3 billion in 1971 and 
the previous high of $3.8 billion 
in 1969. 


A new cost boost is expected 


to be announced next week for 
wheat farmers which could add 
$200 million or more to the total 
package. 


The wheat plan, pushed by 


the 
National Association of 


Wheat Growers and some farm 
belt members of Congress, will 
pay farmers for taking addi- 
tional land from 
production 


next year. 


Agriculture Department offi- 


cials refuse to comment publi- 
cly on the new wheat plan, but 
sources claim privately all that 
is holding up the formal an- 
nouncement is final clearance 
by Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L. Butz and the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget in the 
White House. 


The basic reason for the soar- 


ing subsidy costs is that farm- 
ers turned out record crops of 
wheat and feed grains this 
year. Surpluses are growing 
and will continue unless curbs 
are imposed next year. 


To do that more land must be 


taken from production, thus 
boosting costs to the govern- 
ment. 


Most of the 1972 costs will be 


for feed grains, perhaps $2 bil- 
lion or more, compared with 
$1.2 billion this year; wheat, $1 
billion and perhaps more, com- 
pared with $872 million; and 
cotton, $815 million, the same 
as 1971.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Pro- 


posals to ease up on some of 
the House's year-old "reform" 
rules and tighten up others are 
being considered by a special 
committee that will present its 
recommendations to the Demo- 
cratic leadership next month. 


If approved by the leaders, 


the proposals will be presented 
to the Democratic caucus at 
the start of the 1972 session and 
then to the House itself. 


One of the most far-reaching 


rules that went into effect last 
January provides for publica- 
tion of how members voted on 
teller votes, which are used to 
dispose of many major amend- 
ments. 


Formerly, members simply 


walked down an aisle and were 


05 counted but not listed by name. 


The new rule provides for pub- 
lication of the names of those 
voting and how they voted if 20 


members demand it. 


The publication provi 'on has 


resulted in better attendance 
when key proposals are voted 
on. 


But there have been com 


plaints that the new rule 
it- 


abused, with some members 
forcing frequent, recorded tell- 
er votes on minor issues. 


One proposal would increase 


the number of members who 
could force a recorded teller 
vote. Suggestions range as high 


per cent. 


Arkla had asked the commis- 


sion Dec. 16 to be allowed to 
raise its rates because it need- 
ed the extra revenue to com- 
pete with other gas companies 
in buying new gas reserves 
that are being discovered.

Armadillos Develop 
Leprosy, Hope Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Be- 


cause not one, but two arma- 
dillos in Louisiana have devel- 
oped leprosy, researchers say 
there is fresh hope that 15 mil- 
lion humans afflicted with the 
ancient disease will be cured. 


Scientists say they also seek 


to dispel the belief held by 
some experts that the first time 
the hard-shelled mammals con- 
tracted the disease marked "a 
genetic fluke" rather than a 
medical breakthrough. 


Last 
August, U.S. Public 


Health researchers at the gov- 
ernment's leprosy hospital in 
Carville, La., announced with 
some fanfare that leprosy had 
shown up in one of 77 animals 
in a research colony. 


All 77 had been injected with 


human leprosy bacteria since 
the experiment began in Febru- 
ary, 1970. 


With leprosy-afflicted animals 


to experiment on as models, 
scientists hoped to move to- 
ward a cure for humans or a 
preventative vaccine. 


But conservative-minded sci- 


entists 
expressed 
skepticism 


that the success achieved in 
giving leprosy to a lone arma- 
dillo meant anything for the 15 
million persons with the disease 
around the world, including 3,- 
000 in the United States. There 
are 100 new cases in the U.S. 
each year. 


Now, in a new report, re-" 


searchers say a second arma- 
dillo has contracted the dis- 
ease. The news first showed up 
in the "Star," a newspaper ; 
published by patients at the 
Carville hospital.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Off to 


Africa Saturday, Mrs. Richard 
Nixon will embark on a nine- 
day, 10,000-mile trip that gives 
her a new role as an official 
representative and visiting em- 
issary of the President. 


It's the second foreign trip 


she has made on her own as 
first lady. The first was a relief 
miasion to earthquake-stricken 
Peru in the summer of 1970. 


This time, Mrs. Nixon heads 


a five-member official U.S. del- 
egation to the inauguration of 
Liberia's new president, Wil- 
liam Tolbert, in Monrovia Sun- 
day through Tuesday. And she 
will go on for official visits to 
neighboring black West African 
republics of Ghana and Ivory 
Coast. 


Her schedule includes a 


range of activities from attend- 
ing white-tie formal banquets to 
touring hospitals and schools, 
watching tribal dances, meet- 
ing African women leaders and 
shopping in a native market. 


The President will give Mrs. 


Nixon a personal sendoff from 
Andrews Air Force Baae, Md., 
when she departs at 8 p.m. 
EST New Year's Day aboard a 
presidential 
jet plane. While 


she is abroad, Nixon will con- 
clude meetings with Japanese 
Prime Minister Eisaku Sato in 
California. 


A 4,100-mile, non-stop over- 


night flight across the Atlantic 
will bring Mrs. Nixon to the 
Libcrian capital Sunday morn- 
ing. She will be greeted by Tol- 
bert and his wife as their top- 
ranking foreign guest at in- 
augural festivities.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP) - 


Stubborn Maryland will once 
again celebrate Independence 
Day next month as it has per- 
sisted in doing since 1784. 


July 4th may be all right for 


most, but Maryland 
history 


buffs insist that the end of the 
Revolutionary War, not the be- 
ginning, marked U.S. independ- 
ence from Britain. 


The end came on Jan. 14, 


1784, in the Maryland State 
House 
when the 
Continental 


Congress ratified the Treaty of 
Paris to end the war. 


Although Cornwallis had sur- 


rendered to George Washington 
in 1781, British troops occupied 
several U.S. towns until 1784. 


"It's one thing to want a di- 


vorce and quite another to 
achieve it," Gilbert Crandail of 
the state tourism division says 
in his annual argument to sup- 
port Jan. 14 as the real birth- 
day of the United States. 


The Treaty of Paris arrived 


in Annapolis some days prior to 
Jan. 14, 1784, but Thomas Jef- 
ferson, chairman of the ratifi- 
cation committee, could not 
produce a quorum for a vote. 


On Jan. 13, two delegates 


from Connecticut reached An- 
napolis. The following day, a 
delegate from South Carolina 
finally fought through driving 
snow to take his seat in the old 
Senate chamber. 


With a quorum present, the 


treaty negotiated by John Jay, 
Benjamin Franklin and John 
Adams was quickly ratified and 
the United States became on in- 
dependent sovereign power. 


As it has for years, a 13-star 


flag will fly over the Maryland 
State House Jan. 14 and the 
Treaty of Paris will again be 
on display in the rotunda, a few 
steps from where it was rati- 
fied. 


And a group dressed in the 


scarlet and blue regimental 
uniforms of 
the 
"Maryland 


line," the state's Revolution- 
ary War unit responsible for 
Maryland's nickname as the 
"Old State," will perform close 
order drill while a fife and 
drum corps plays "Maryland, 


My Maryland." 


Then Maryland will host a 


dinner of authentic Revolution- 
ary War cuisine for delegate* 
from the other 12 original colo- 
nies and toast that day ISf 
years ago when British troops 
withdrew from American soil.

and began operation September 9. Governor 
Bumpers and other dignitaries were here for 
both dedication ceremonies. 


At the dinner that evening (which was hosted 


by the Industrial Foundation). Gov. Bumpers 
read the announcement of the Permaneer 
Company's plans for 
a 
new 
furniture 


manufacturing plant. This is in addition to 
Permaneer's plans for expansion and moder- 
nization which will make 100 new jobs. The 
furniture plant will employ 450 to 500 people. 


On November 9, two Act 9 Bond Issues were 


voted upon and passed. This was considered a 
very successful bond election with close to 40 per 
cent of the qualified city voters represented. 


We have hopes for continued industrial ex- 


pansion for Hope in 1972. Our County is classified 
as a "Target Area" by an agency of the govern- 
ment. This means that under the Rural Con- 
centrated Employment Program, Hempstead 
County is a high unemployment area. This fact 
that labor is available makes Hope interesting to 
outside industries, but perhaps the more im- 
portant plusses we have are the R.R.V.T.S which 
designs courses to train people for specific jobs. 
J.W. Rowe, the Director of the School, has im- 
pressed representatives of these companies and 
is eager to assist them. The opening of the in- 
terstate highway has helped. The Industrial 
Parks, that located West of town, and the North 
site, have all the required utilities and are 
available for the desired industrial prospects. 
The two major rails and our fine airport facilities 
also help. 


We have a very good relationship with the 


Arkansas Industrial Development Commission. 
Representatives of the AIDC have indicated that 
Hope is the hottest area in the State at this time. 


During the year we visited with the Gulf States 


Paper Company. This is a very fine company 
and we have hopes of their selecting Hope as 
their site. Mack McLarty, a vice president of the 
Foundation, and I flew to Tuscalossa, Alabama, 
soliciting their plant. J.R. Bennett made his 
plane available for us and, incidentially, this 
civic minded individual is the type person we 
want moving into our town. Gulf States will 
employ approximately 100 people of which 60 per 
cent will be women, and will manufacture 
plastics. If they choose to locate here, it will be in 
the West Industrial Park. The plant will be 80,000 
sq. ft. located on 5 acres, and financing will be 
through a $1,500,000.00 Act 9 Bond Issue. 


We are in contact with the Standard Equip- 


ment Company of Bel Air, Maryland, and I am 
hopeful that this ornamental iron plant will 
locate in our North Industrial Park. This, 
however, is not nearly so definite as the prospect 
previously mentioned but it would be a nice 
addition to our community. This plant would 
employ 40 people, all male workers. 


Bernard Goldberg, the principal of Shanhouse, 


has expressed a definite interest in constructing 
a new building in the West Industrial Park area. 


We continue to have hopes of the new 


processing plant which Corn Belt has on the 
drawing board. This is such a vital part of the 
poultry business but more significant would 
further evidence the confidence that the Kroger 
Company has in our local economy. 


There are other known prospects and we can 


expect the AIDC to bring more visitors to our 
city in 1972. It has temporarily stopped raining 
new industries, but the flood waters will continue 
to rise and we must be ready for them. 


It has come to the attention of the Foundation 


that we do not have available at this time a 
sufficient supply of water for industrial use. We 
cannot and must not limit our efforts to seeking 
industries which will not use water in substantial 
amount. Perhaps the very industries most likely 
to relocate are those which have need of water. 
We would, of course, be very limited if sources of 
water for industrial use were not available. 
However, we in Hempstead county are fortunate 
in that such sources are amply available and 
only remain to be further developed and utilized. 


The City of Hope's Board of Directors and its 


Water and Light Commission have played a 
decisive part in establishing 
our present 


economy and permitting recent growth. They 
are to be commended for their able actions and 
decisions. We should and must give every 
assurance to existing industries that their needs 
will continue to come first, but Hope needs new 
industries to help produce a stable, well- 
diversified economy at the same time. 


The Industrial Foundation cannot function 


fully and bring new industries and new jobs to 
Hope and Hempstead County, unless new in- 
dustry requirements for water, electricity, and 
other services can be met. 


The growth of our city and county is essential 


to the development of our attitudes and am- 
bitions. Without such growth, men lose their 
sense of self-esteem and institutions gradually 
decay and cease to exist. To justify its purposes, 
the Industrial Foundation must continually 
strive to develop industry, and they along with 
the Water and Light Commission should accept 
new challenges and seek new ways to serve our 
City and County more effectively. 


There has been some minor talk of pollution 


and over-industrialization. I think that this will 
not happen in our lifetimes. We have gone a 
number of years without obtaining our share of 
new business and only until Vincent Foster as 
president of the Industrial Foundation was in- 
strumental in soliciting Young American Homes 
was there a significant shot in the arm for Hope. 
For Hope to turn away good industries would be 
the equivilent of a reverse in history wherein the 
dark ages would follow the Renaissance.

the State Highway Department for several 
the development that will be needed next year 
may require doing some work by outside con- 
tractors. While the line crews were taking on the 
large construction job, a lot of work had to be 
done inside the city to meet the growth and 
development that was needed by new homes and 
commercial development, and increasing loads 
in the existing commercial and residential 
ser vice. 


$60,000 New Equipment 


The City had to make some drastic changes in 


the handling of trash and waste in order to 
comply with the new rules of the pollution control 
commission. The city was forced to stop burning 
any waste at the dump ground and this resulted 
in about three times as much burying of trash at 
the dump ground. The additional work required 
the purchase of $60,000 worth of new machinery, 
along with the additional work. 


Street And Sewer Repair 


The street department carried on an expanded 


program of street maintenance. Several miles of 
old asphalt streets were ripped up, reshaped and 
resurfaced and extensive work was done on the 
drainage ditches around town. The rebuilding of 
South Main Street, which has been in the plans of 


years, finally got underway. In connection with 
this work, the city had to rebuild and relocate all 
the water and sewer lines on South Main Street, 
and the electric lines will have to be relocated. 
The water and sewer work is about 70 per cent 
complete. The contract on this work amounted to 
$169,000. In addition to the contract work, the city 
street department 
will construct the un- 


derground drainage from Main Street to the 
railroad track. This work will involve laying 3- 
48" storm sewers over the entire distance and 
will require about $37,000 worth of storm sewer 
pipe. This drainage system will prevent South 
Main from getting under water during the heavy 
rains and will relieve the flooding condition on 
South Elm Street. 


Water Plan Study 


The Water & Light Commission has ordered an 


engineering study on the development of a 
surface water supply for the city, working with 
the Soil Conservation Service which is planning a 
Flood Control Project that will fit into the 
development of a lake that would furnish a 
supply of 10 million gallons a day. The Soil 
Conservation Service has scheduled an 
engineering survey of the area to begin in 
January. 


Could Be Americans 
Ashamed of Deserter

PARIS (AP) — David B. 


Johnson 
is an 
athletic, 
in- 


telligent young American from 
a Republican, Roman Catholic 
family. He's also a deserter 
and antiwar activist who says 
he is ashamed of his country. 


Johnson, 
26, of Tacoma, 


Wash., has been on the run 
since he escaped from the Ft. 
Leavenworth, 
Kan., 
military 


prison two years ago. Disguised 
as a priest and using a false 
British passport, he says he 
drifted through Canada, Scandi- 
navia and West Germany with 
the help of an international stu- 
dents' underground dedicated 
to helping deserters from the 
Vietnam War. 


Sitting in a cafe 
on the 


Champs Elysees, the barded 
fugitive said after playing foot- 
ball and basketball and study- 
ing history at Highland College 
in Kansas, he spent most of 
1968 in Vietnam, in the A Shau 
Valley and the Phu Bai area, 
as a Green Beret sergeant and 
special adviser to the 101st Ti- 
ger Force, a commando-type 
unit specializing in destruction 
missions in enemy territory. He 
said he got a Bronze Star and 
several 
commendations 
for 


bravery and left Vietnam on a 
stretcher 
after 
being 
badly 


wounded on Friday, Sept. 13, 
1968. 


"By that time, I had changed 


my mind about the war," he 
said. "When I went in, I was 
heart and soul for it. I come 
from a John Birch Society type 
of background, and I sincerely 
believed all that stuff about de- 
fending the free world against 
Communism. 


"I'll tell you just how pro- 


American my family is. After I 
split from jail I went home and 
my mother gave me two hours 
to get out or she was going to 
call the police." 


How and when did he turn 


against the war and against the 
army? 


"There was one day, Aug. 27, 


1968, that opened my eyes," 
Johnson said. He explained: 


On that August day, he was 


ordered to kill a 7-year-old 
Vietnamese girl who walked 
into his unit. In each hand, she 
held a grenade with the pin

pulled out. 


"I was the only armed man 


within reach. At the third order 
I obeyed and killed her. Later I 
met her mother, who admitted 
telling the girl to throw the gre- 
nades at the first soldier she 
saw. The little girl never knew 
what she was doing. She died 
right away." 


Later that same day he and 


three buddies were attacked by 
a group of Vietnamese at Phu 
Bai airport, and Johnson said 
he killed one of them with his 
knife. 


"Those two incidents on the 


same day changed my whole 
life. After that the horror of 
what I saw day after day just 
built up inside me, and when I 
was wounded I had plenty of 
time to think." 


He told of watching Tiger 


Force men torturing and execu- 
ting one village chief suspected 
of 
Communist 
sympathies. 


"They tied his daughters to 
trees in front of him and cut off 
one of each girl's breasts. They 
cut off his testicles and stuffed 
them in his mouth and let him 
die slowly." 


He said he frequently saw 


prisoners being marched into 
the jungle with explosives tied 
around their necks and then 
blown up one by one because 
there was no way to guard 
them. 


Johnson said he tried to re- 


port these happenings to his of- 
ficers, but they invariably told 
him to keep his mouth shut. 


"Gradually they came to re- 


gard me as a trouble maker," 
he said. "When I realized what 
we were doing out there, I just 
wanted to get killed myself. I 
started running after 
people 


who were shooting 
at 
me. 


That's how I got wounded. 


"I realized that those people 


weren't 
Communists—they 


wouldn't know what the word 
meant. They were just fighting 
us because they wanted to be 
left alone. Some of the people 
whose villages we shot up hard- 
ly even knew there was a war 
going on until we came in and 
destroyed their homes." 


While convalescing from his 


injuries in the United States, he 
said, he went AWOL from an 
Army hospital and fled to Can- 
ada. On July 7, 1969, he ap- 
peared in uniform on a Van- 
couver stage during an antiwar 
meeting and presented flowers 
to 
three 
North 
Vietnamese 


women. He said the Canadian 
police arrested him and handed 
him over to the FBI at the bor- 
der. 


"After that they charged me 


with desertion and drawing $42 
too much pay in Vietnam," 
continued, "as though anyone 
ever knew how much he was 
supposed to get. An officer 
laughed in my face and said, 
"we're going to get you, boy.' 
They put me through a kang- 
aroo court and gave me four 
years in Leavenworth. 


"After a year they put me on 


the honor farm and I just 
walked away. Wherever I went, 
I ran into students eager to 
help me. 


"Now 
I'm 
a 
fugitive 
in 


France. I have no legal papers 
and I don't really feel safe. The 
French police don't even know 
I'm here. 


"Yes, sure I'm tempted to go 


back home. But is it worth it? I 
don't understand 
where 
my 


country' is going You can say 
that I've learned to be ashamed 
of being an American."

Family of 6 
Found Shot 
to Death

(AP) — A family of six was 
found shot to death early today 
in their South Side apartment 
in what police termed an ap- 
parent murder-suicide. 


Police said the father and 


four children—three girls and a 
boy ranging in age from about 
two to 13—were found dead in 
their beds. 


The mother was found dead 


in the bathroom. A .38 caliber 
revolver and a note also were 
found in the bathroom, police 
said. 


The names of the victims 


were not immediately 
deter- 


mined, but police said the fa- 
ther was an enlisted man at the 
Corpus Christi Naval Air Sta- 
tion. 


They would not divulge con- 


tents of the note. 


The children were all shot in 


the chest and both parents 
were shot in the head, investi- 
gators said.
